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REPORTING PROGRESS IN CHINA. | 


pee eg : 
(Daily Press, 5th April.) F 

When Dr. Morrison, lately returnéd to | 
Peking after a visit to this end of the’ 
Chinese Empire, gets his copy of the Times 
dated March 8th, we fear he will experience | 
something like a shock. When he arrived | 
at Hanoi after his iuteresting overland 
journey, he sent an expensive telegram for 
which any other currespoudent of any other 
paper would doubtless have received ou 
“ wigging.” Professionally unalysed, it was 
a sort of make-weight inessage, tot worth 


the expense. To the ordinary reader it is ; 


certainly an interesting sketch ofan unusual 
trip, and every paragraph of it forms part of 
a faithful, if somewhat coluurlegs, picture of 
the situation existing in the area traversed. 
Not having to pay the telegraphic charges 
for it, we have no fault to find with it what- 
ever. With the editorial supposed to be 
based upun it, however, and the reckless 
couclusions therein druwn, we cannot ex- 
press equal satisfaction, and Dr. Morrison 
in the seclusicu of his Pek‘ng library may 
not improbably ive vent to comments wore 
vigorous than we need or care tu make. It 
would be no busivess uf ours at all, were it 
not for the fact that so many people at 
Home trust the ‘“ Thundercr,” especially 
those who know how reliable a narrator its 
Peking correspondent ix. Many of these 
will fail to notice that the Ties has said 
things not warravted by Dr. Morrrson’s 
less gushing comments, aud things more 
optimistic thin we have thought it just te 
write for the consumption of our European 
readers. ~ Thus we feel justified iu drawing 
uttention, in the interests of accuracy, to 
the discrepancy between the correspondent’s 
facts and the leader-wiiters embroideries. 
Dr. Morrison said his journey was a very 
pleasant one, the officials aud peeple 
friendly, wud that he met not the smallest 
disagreeable incident. Upon this the Temes 
assures its readers that any stranger, if he 
knows local manuers und character as Dr. 
Morrison does (in which cage he would 
‘hardly be a stranger") may pass through 
Hunan and Kwanysi “in perfect comfort” 
and safety. The safety may be temporarily 
granted, but the cther phrase conveys a 
quite misleading idea of preseut day travel 
in inland China. Its conditions are very 
slowly improving, but they are still far 
from the perfection stated, ‘That isa minor 
point, however. Our ilustrivus contem- 
rary gues ou to explain that because Dr. 
ORBISON wag not inolested, a “change 
in the whole meutal attitude of the 
Chinese” is indicated. This is cxapgera- 
tion unworthy of such a journal's pre- 
Book-Club reputation, It admita that 
“shrewd and experienced observers’ have 
thought they discerned in“ the reform 
movement” a ‘strong and dangerous 
anti-foreign biws", Lut Dr. Moretson’s 
evidence (thut he was uot molested) “ tends 
to throw doubt upon this view.” Perhaps 
the peasimirts have been rending exnggerated 
gtories home, for this leader- writer ev.deotly 
held the impreasiou ‘hat the usual incidents 
of a journey across China were steues and 
staves or worse. Undoubtedly mauy Cui 
nese vow believe that “ furengu influence 
and foreign learning must ploy a great part 
in the regeneration of their country,” but | 
there are as mauy who desire to dispense | 
with the forsigner as soon as they have 
learned what they wantitu know. As it is, | 
Dr. Morrison's messaye wade it clear that: 
most of the thirst for fureign kuowlelge 
that cE noted was being taken tu Chinese 


and ‘Japancse teachers fur assuagement. 
Thotigh he used the phruse “spread of 
Weatern education,” tbe traveller noted

Is honesty possible in politics and state 


‘graft? In some countries this queation 


would be taken to refer to fin.ocial honesty, 
to the corruptibility of statesmen, to 
bribery and other forms of “graft.” It is 
put now in anotber connection, and refers 
to verbal honesty. Is truthfulness possible 
in British politics and statecraft? The 
party system does not seem to encourage 
sincerity. The latest mail papers and 
telegrams present sime exam bes more 
atriking than usual of potitical humbug. 
The last general elections elicited plainer 
phraseology ; wa heard of a ‘‘ campaiga of 
lies," an! very ofte: plain language like 
that seems called for. Out here, not being 
drawn into the whirlpool of party feeling, it 
is easier for usto take a detached view of 
both aides, and as we look at them, the 
thought that both sides have much to be 
ashamed of irresi tibly occurs. Not that 
there ever are any traces of the self-know- 
ledges that induces shame. Both parties 


j appear tv be living.in a p litical Eden, 


nakedly mendacious and not ashamed. 
Reurer yives # striking example, whea 
reporting that Sir James ALEXANDER 
SwetTENHAM is officially declared to have 
resigaed the governorship of Jamaica “oa 
account of age.” It was really unnece sary 
for Sic FraN« to deny that; it was ooe of 
thoxy stataments, like the assertions of 
extrem» cordiality between Far Edatern 
mevteurolugical observatories, that nubody 
believes. It is interesting to speculate how 
inauy people are really imposed on by the 
claptrap that is talked in| Parliament. We 
know that the allegations that Chinese 
coolies in South Africa were treated like 
slaves were followed Ly a majority of votes 
for a certain political party; but it is 
doubtfal if all who voted that way really 
believed all that they were told.

dispensing with them. If all the employers 
simultaneously agreed to face the temporary 
inconvenience of waiting until the supply 
of labour—to use a generic term—became 
equal ur more than equal to the d2mand, 
it is probable that matters would soon 
adjust themselva:; and there would then 
exist the conditions fnmiliar at home, bv 
which the employee would find himself 
under the necessity of keeping the spirit as 


well na the letter of his contract. The 
feeling that his services were not indis- 
penenble, because quickly und easily 


replacad, would make the personal satiafac- 
tion of the employer a more important 
objective than it is in many cases at present. 
Good or valuable employees, on the other 
hand, would not feel dependent, knowing 
that another position, with speedy apprecia- 
tion of honest effsrt, would follow any 
misunderstanding or attempt at overreaching 
on the part of the employer. Notwith- 
standing the grumbles of a couple of yenrs 
ago, we als» believe that the conditions of 
rervico and remuneration here and 
elsewhere io the Far East are sufficiently 
attractive to bring asufficiency of employees. 
However, “olo custom ”’ is strony in (his us 
in other matters, and the ayreement system, 
by which the emplover stipulates for more 
than he gets, and the employee contracta to 
do more than he usually does, will duubt- 
less continue for many years to come. This 
means thut generations of “ griffius” will 
continusto meet with disappointinant. born of 
too grent expectations, aud employers ty 
note the “slacking off '' due to thos+ dis- 
appointments. The ignorance of the youth at 
home, as to what he really may expect in 
these vlaces, is votorious; and there is 
perhaps some carclessness exhibited by 
agents there who conduct the negotiations 
for “trapping the griffia.” Tuo anxious, 
perhaps, to secure a likely enquirer, they 
may sometimes overcolour their pictures of 
life here, the after-offize-hours life, that 
igtosay. The modero young man (and for 
anything we know, the young wan of all 
time) gives quite as much of bis mind to 
those houcs and their possibilities as to 
the hours in which he is to be permitted to 
diligently establish the foundations cf a 
taipan-ship and a fortune. We lave heard 
of cases where he was allowed to expect 
far too much, out of all cou-parison with his 
opportunities for enjoyment at home, yet 
his disappointment would be none the less 
for that. There might be less of that kind 
of disnppoiutment, and it is # frequent 
source of trouble to both sides later, if 
employers or their ageuts were to confine 
their represcotalions to the purely businers 
side of the shield. To work so many hours, 
or at so many tasks, for a remuneration 
equal to so much per cent ever normal living 
expenses, would be sufficient to tell the 
enquirer, and it would wake him think for 
himeelf as to his future plans and purpose. 
To tell him that in Pagoda-land he can 
keep his own horse, bis yacht, hix men- 
servants, and enjoy a “rua over to Japan” 
occasionally, is on y to make mischief la‘er. 
As it is, with the fare paid out and home, 
after.a term moro like n long vacation than 
anything else, there is not the best of 

uasions to industry and effort. Agree- 
ments themselves are often too wide and wo 
complicated. It is impossible to cover 
every possible point of every case, and in 
trying to be comprehensive, they often fail 
to secure essentiale. The shorter aad 
simpler they are, as a rule, the better it 
would be for both sides. One clause bad 
in law may vitiate all the rest of the agree- 


ment, and the employer find himeelf face to 
face with the very trouhle he was most 
anxious to be safeguarded against. As a 
tule, disputes do not arise without fault on 
one side or the other ; and where employer 
aod emploved each mean t» do fairly by 
each other. the written bond does not matter 
at all. That is why we often think no 
agreement is the best agreement—but as 
this by analogy savours of Free Tove dogma 
and anti-marriage propaganda, it is perhaps 
ns well not to regar] it as the laet word on 
the aubject. If som» one of our Chief 
Justices or ntle counsel were to writs and 
publish a hook on the law of the subject as 
it affects the Far Enst, we should predict 
an immediate success for it.

COLONIAL CONFERENCES.

The Colonint Conference mav ha a 
harbinger of good; in itself, it ia 
not expected to ment much either 
wav.

Cunada, Australia, and South Afries have 
as many points of potential conflict wit’: the 
London Government as any ahsolu'ely - 
foreign Power can b: said to”have. They: 
are suggested from time Ao time in the 
ordinary course of eventa, and wo need not 
pause here to make selections. The point 
is that the Culouial Conference should | 
ideally he directed to sorting out all these , 
possible iasues, c:assifying and labelling them ; 
as essentials and non-essentials. A haaty 
consideration of the nreoda ns described hy 
Lord Exuain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, upon whom its preparation seems 
to have devolved, shows that nothiag so 
agin has bees attempted. This is pot 
ep Evurn’s fault, or the fault sslely of the 
Home Goveroment. The Colonics them- 
selves do not seem to have taken the 
projsxct very seriousiy, and in respouse to 
the itvitation to submit subjects for dis- 
cussion, only Australia, New Zealand, and 
Cape Colony have dine so. The result is 
that, eo far, its scope threatuns to he some- 
what limited. After making arranguneuts 
for future Conferences —cleariag the decks 
for action, it is to he hoped —the Conference 
will discuss preferential trade (interests 
here are by no means idantiel), defeace 
(another A ee subject in which much 
“scrub” will have to be cleared awa:), 
taturnlization, emigration, judicial appeals, 
reciprocal adigission to certain professivos 
(a very delica'e tuptc capable of much 
friction), extension of British intere ts in 
the Pacific (which sevms ww threaten a 
severe Culonial scolding for the Imperial 
Government), the teelric system. and the 
reservation of Biils, It wil 
is soupe for a great deal of talking, but

whether oo vital matters they will reach 
the junsture of issue ssury for com- 
promise or settlement is another story. We 
are not swayel by the suggestion that 
previons meetings have ended ia talk. ‘The 
Jubilee and Coronation ‘“ Conferences 
were different affairs altogether, mere 
holiday janketing, and though the present 
assembly does not at present promise much 
more, it has, as we have hinted, possibilities 
of leadit.g to important resalts. At the 
worst, not to blink the fa:t that there is 
mach misunderstanling between the states. 
men and people at home and abroad due 
entirely to lack of matutl acquaintance, the 
Conference should show the members that 
there are good men on both sijles, and give 
them the opportunity of arriving at a truer 
appreciation of each other, We maiotain 
that the “insular prejudice’ is not 
exclusively found in England; colonial 
born publicists are often tarred with the 
same brush; and travel to the homeland foe 
such should have the same broadening 
mental effect that it is supposed to have on 
those travelling from the homeland, 
“* What do jee Goo of England, who only 
England know” was an amazingly clever 
line; bu’ it is capable of alaptation. Punch 
after all is in that class, and some harmful 
philippics might be spared wire it also 
remembered to ask: ‘“ What do they kaow 
of Empire, who only one Colony ‘know? ” 
Colenies are not appendages or dependeucies 
nny longer, nor are they so regar od by an 
aave a few illiterate “ Union-Jack-asses.”’ 
The old meaning of “ Empire" is unsuited 
to the new century; aud the true Im. 
perialist is not worried by such ideas as 
contained iu the phrase “ the tail wagging 
the dog.” [n non-essential, it does not matter 
which end of the animal gets into wnvtion 
frat, as long as both o¢ all wag together 
for essentials.

HONGKONG GOVERNORS.

So Sir Matuew Natuan yoes to the guher- 
natorial chair at Natal, and the speculators 
and rumour-mongers, who were almost on 
the point of making him Seeretary of Stute 
for War, are effectually silenced. As we 
have not ta say “ good-bye "' just yet, it may 
not be in had taste to ventilate onr little 
local grievance, and to express regret that 
it should have been thought necessary to 
make a mystery of the matter. Why his 
Hongkong friends and admirers should have 
had to wait for the information until our 
London correspondent could nscertain the 
facts and telegraph them, it is not easy to 
see. It has been amusing to note the 
wouderful variety of appointments given to 
Stir Marriew Natuan by the gossips, ans 
we fear some of them will be disnppointed 
to find be remains a mere governor, and go a 
ty au office worth one thousand pounds 
sterling Ivss per annum. At Hongkong, 
ncecording to the Year Book, the Governor's 
salary in 1906 was £6,000, nnd at Natal it 
was £5,000. ' So he pers a cool thousand 


a year for his eohan prestige. While 
on the salary topic, it may be noted that 
the coming Governor, Sir Freperice 


D. Luaarp had £3,000 as Commissioner 
of Northeru Nigeria. Col. Sir Henry FE.

Sir Marrugw Naraan 
will have just a thousand times more 
territory to rule over, and a population four 
times the size, with an import trade of 
vearly cleven millions sterling and exports 
about a quarter of that, and with a revenue 
of over fuur millions sterling instead of six 
hundred thoussad.

ment. The figures so far given are based 
on the Daily Mail Year Book's statistics, 
which are not confirmed by Whitaker, who, 
f.r instance, puts the area of Natal (inclad- 
ing Zulaland) at 29,200 equare miles; the 
Daily Mail vook ays 35,371.

PIRATES CAPTURED IN

Piracy is not so romantio as in the olden days. | 
Whether it be that the pirates suffer from the | 
degeneration which is said to have overtaken so ( 
many of the human race or not, at any rate : 
there is no gainsaying the fact that they are not 
now the picturesque figures that they once wero, 
Indeed, they are usually most uninteresting | 
men and were it not that their manner of livi g 
does not commend itself to the community they 
would attract little notice. More unlikely look- 
ing pirates could not be seen perhaps than the 
ten dirty unkempt Chinamen who after buddling 
in the dock at the Magistracy stood up on Apl. 
10th to face Mr. Haseland when they were stated 
to ba men concerned in the piracy of two janks 
up the West River rather more than a week 


ago 

It appeared that on that occasion the two 
fishing juoks were attacked by the robbers who 
put the orew in subjection and sailed down the 
river, After about seven days they put the 
crew ashore near Macao, from which placa the 
men ultimately made their way to Hongkong 
and reported to the police what had happened 
to them. They added that they were certain 
the pirates were in Hongkong and sure enough 
search led to the two juoks being found at 
Samshuipo. The ten men on beard were arrested 
and after appearing before his Worship were re- 
manded. It is believed th-+ fhe Chinese Govern- 
ment will apply f¢“. 19-9. sition.

Theo the rascals brought the vessele on 
to Hongkong. appearing in the harbaae as 
peaceful traders. I'hey ignored the fact, how. 
ever, that a seamen from each of the ciptared 
jaoks had escaped duriag the affray on the 


West River. These men, it appears, came to 
Hongkong and reported the occurrence, 
therefors the Polica were on the lookout. 


That skillet officer, Detective Sergeant Wil- 
den, was amoug the numb«r on the watch foe 
the pirates, and “ from information received " 
he was sacce-efal in apprehending them at 
*amshuipo. There he captursd ten mau, all 
said to bs West River oat-throata, and fonad 
that they had taken oat licenses for both jaaks, 
The men are at present charged with “ bringing 
stolen property into the Colony.”

A FATAL COLLISION. 


INQUIRY AT THE MAGI8TRACY 


An inquiry was on April 10th conduct- 


- ed by Mr. &. A. Hazelaod, (sitting as Coroner) 


assisted by Lieut. Beckwith R.N., Assiatant 
Harbour ter, into the circumstances touch- 
ing the death of three children who lost their 
lives as the result of a collision between the 
steamer Sut An and several sampans on March

Dr. Heanley, medical officer in charge of 
the mortuary, spoke to examining on Apri 
4th, the body of Wong Tin Fak, a six years’ 
old child, and stated that death might bave 
been due to drowning. Two other children

ment officials. In the following year. he 
perfected his work and invited many frievds, ts 
well as r-presentatives of the press, fo b 
residence where he made a second exhibition af 
his telephooe In the “Daily Press” aad the 
“Chioa Mail” of the L6th February 187% will 
be found an account of this. " 

Jt was in !$99 that Marconi's Wireless 
Telegraphy created a great sensation through- 
out the world aod Mr. Silva was again sroused 
aod interested in this great discovery ot the 
age. Like everything tbat he set bimself to do, 
his indefatigable efforts and stadjes were crown- 
ed with sucoess and he was, therefore, able to 
give at the Clab Lusitauo a lecture as well as 
8 practical demonstration of wireless telegraphy 
with instruments that wece made aod fixed by 
himself, 

Apart from his parsuit of Chemistry, bis 
greatest hobby was the collection of precious 
stones and coins. His collection of old Chinesé 
coins is, perhaps, the best in Hongkofig. 

He wasa member of thea Electrical Engineers, 
Institnie of London and also of the Sociedade 
Geographica de J.isbosa. From the King of 
Portugal he received tbe order of the 
Chevalier de Christ’. His book pablished ia 
1904, a work entitled “ Repositorio de Nocdes 
de Botanica feada,” is an interesting end

At Huaat’s 
Wharf we have pnt ap three new three-sloried 
g odewns; at the Hongkew Wharf we have also 
put ap two three-storied golowns and at the 
Ningpo Wharf we have completed, daring the 
past year, ono two-storied godown and have 
converted two olher old godowns, which 
wera considsred good enongh in the 
old days for nsnal storage, into more modern and 
up-to date places of storage. We have had 
nteam cranes put op in order to hindle the 
heavy cargo and machinery which is now coming 
out from home in incceasing qaaatities by the 
big liners.

In the spring of 19 6a joint Commiasion of the. 
Chinese Imperial Post and the Imperial Tele- 
graphs was formed at Shanghai for the purpose 
of systematising the romanisation of nantes of 
places in Chins. (One essential condition was 
that the names an sattled should be suitable for 
telegraphing, and thia precluded the use of 
hyphens, aspirates, and discritio marke, Sub- 
ject to this restriction, the aystem followed, has 

n, ia the main, the Nanking ayllabary as 
given in Giles’ Dictionary, except for Kwang: 
tung and a nortion of Kwangsi, and partly for 
Fukieo. Where in the north the southern &, or 
ts has been snbstitated for the local ch (as 
in Peking, Tientsin, Tsinan, ote.), it wae 
considered that a special rule for proaoanoing 
the letters would allow the romanisation of non- 
English-speaking people to be met as far as 
possible. The settled forms of names af 
places long connected with Forel 


trade have been left geuerally unchanged ; ~ 


bat tha name reapect has not been shown 
'n the caventris spalling of the writers on 
the Taiping Rebellion or of the railway 
engineers who have surveyed, so much of 
the country in the past few years.

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co's Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated, Shanghai, 
4th April, 1907, states —The Newchwang market 
remains dormant, the gituntion net being im- 
proved by the reported failure of another Piece 
Goods Hong. ‘The Chinese auth: ritier are ex- 
periencing great difficulty in resuming the control 
of Manchuria, the latest idea being to divide it 
into threa provinces and iueurporate thei all 
with Chihli under one Viceroy, which would 
have tho effect of making them less isolated froin 
China Proper than they are at present, ‘The im- 

ruvement in thé direction of Ilunkow has had 
a slight set hack owing to the dishonesty of the 
manager of a native firm there, but clearances 
thence are keeping satisfactory. The high price 
of rice and terrible distress in the famine dis- 
tricta are adding greatly to the veneral depression 
‘of trade. Manchester and New York are both 
keeping very st.oug and do not anpear to truable 
about the absence of demand for China, The 
spot quotations for Canton iu Liverpool are 
steadily declining being 5,90d for Mid;American, 
with 6.65d. for the :est of this month, and 
10.79. for Egyptian, but they have no effect. on 
the prices for goods. Last month's export figures 
of Plain Cottons fur Hongkong and China was 
30,000,006 yards, and 1,800 bales of yarn ta Shang- 
hai alone. The yarn market 18 showing much 
more activity and it is hoped it is the precursor 
of a revival in tho general demand. The great 
depression in the Far Eastern markets has led 
to a short time movement iu Bombay in order to 
curtail the supply, buta xreat reduction will have 
to take place both in Hongkong and here before 
it ia felt at all. Notwithstanding the decline in 
_exchange holders appear willing to sell at 
current rates and we suspect a larger volume of 
business has been done that is reported. The 
Local Mills are also curtailing their out-put, 
though clearances are reported to be better than 
for some time past. Aé will have been seen the 
tendency was distinctly weaker ab the Yuen 
Fong Auction last week, and with very few 
exceptions a further shrinkage of prices is notice- 
able again in this morning's sale of cotton goods. 
Woollen: were irregular. Clearances from stock 
have chiefly been in fancy goeds, but

liveries during the first quarter of this year 
cannot be altogether classed as due to con- 
sumptive demunud, for a considerable propor- 
tion has been cleared under pressure, by 
arrangement between those dealera who can 
find the funds and their up-country merchants, 
that the latter pay only a portion of the cost 
upon clearance of the goods, and the halance 
when able, the dealers meanwhile making 
good the amount required to get delivery of the 
cargo from foreign importers. It follows, of 
course, io consequence cf this that there is a 
yrreat stringency of money amongst native trad- 
ing circles which is affecting in its turn all 
heranches of the trade, hut in order to get their 
present unweildy holdings moving, this arrange- 
ment is forced upon the dealers by the credit 
terins upon which the Nerthera merchauts are 
ahle to get delivery of cargo from forvign 
importers.
